2. ‘The National Environmental Policy Act of 1969 (NEPA) established the 


Federal policy on environmental quality. Section 102 of the NEPA directs 
that the policies, regulations and public laws of the United States will 
be interpreted and administered to the fullest extent possible in accord- 
ance with the NEPA. Section 102(2)(C) of the NEPA requires, among other 
things, that there be included with. every recommendation or report on 


-* proposals for legislation and other major Federal actions significantly 


affecting the quality of the natural environment a detailed five- ePoone 
statement of the environmental impact of the intended action. 


The NEPA further directs that prior to submitting the final environment- 
al statement, the responsible Federal official shall consult with and 


obtain the comments of any Federal agency which has jurisdiction by law 


or special expertise. Copies of such statements and the comments and 
views of the appropriate Federal, State and local agencies which are 
authorized to develop and enforce environmental standards will be made 
available to the President, the CEQ and the public, and will accompany 


- the proposal through the existing agency review processes. The Council 
on Environmental Quality has provided Interim Guidelines to assist the 


Federal departments, agencies and establishments to implement the National 
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"Environmental Policy Act. A copy of the Interim Guidelines is attached 
as inclosure l. 


3. The purpose of this letter is to provide | Tateehn Guidance to concerned 
‘commands and agencies pending publicatton of DOD directives and revisions 


to AR 11-21 relating to requirements for impact statements. 


4. At the inception of a major action, including the preparation of 
recommendations on reports or proposals for legislation of primary concern 
to the Department of the Army, ‘the Army proponerit agency shall make an. 
assessment ot the probable ecological and environmental impacts of that 
action. In the continuation of an existing program which was initiated 
prior to the passage of the NEPA, the proponent will similarly assess -the 
environmental impact of the proposed continuing action. 


5. If the appraisals indicate that (a) a significant adverse environ- 
mental effect will result from a proposed action or a proposed legis- 
lation or (b) a proposed action is likely to be controversial with respect 
to environmental effects, a five-point draft environmental statement will 
be prepared in accordance with this letter. y , 


6. The necessity for submitting an environmental impact statement should 
be evaluated in accordance with the attached CEQ guidelines. If in the 


' best judgment of the proponent agency, the proposed action will cause 


important adverse changes in natural surroundings, including effects on 


‘man, wild life, plants, fish and marine life, or will result in sub- 


stantial controversy, submission of an environmental statement is required. 
To assure that the requirements of the NEPA are met, proponent agencies 
will interpret broadly the scope of the term "significant adverse 
environmental effect." : 


7. Activities or actions of the following types, in particular, should

12. An environmental statement shall be prepared by the agency which is 
proposing the intended activity, is proposing the legislation, or is the 
principal agency concerned with the proposed legislation. The statement 
must include the following information: 


a. Predictions of the probable total impact of the proposed action 
‘on the environment, This shall include commentary on the direct impact 
on some part of the environment such as the clearing of forests or the 
pollution of air or water resources, as well as the more threatening 
dangers associated with changes in existing ecosystems. Likewise, any 


"benefits to the environment resulting from the proposed action shall be

14. Subsequent to review and approval of the statement, Headquarters, 
DA will request publication of a summary notice in the Federal Register. 
This notice willspecify that comments of the relevant State and local 
Agencies must be submitted within 60 days of publication of the notice. 


15. It is veaidetes ddchessees ‘comply with the provisions of this letter, 
identify new and continuing actions, and advise Headquarters, DA (DCSLOG) 
no later than 30 September 1970 of all environmental statements pending 
preparation or submission.

~ SUBJECT: Statements on “proposed Federal act. ons epesétine the environment 


1. Purpose. This memorandum provides interim guidelines to Federal 
departments, agencies and establishments for preparing detailed 
environmental statements on proposals for legislation and other major 


"Federal actions significantly affecting the quality of the human 


environment, as required by Section 102(2)(C) of the National Environmental 


- Policy Act (p. L. 91-190) (hereafter "the Act") Underlying the preparation 


of such environmental statements is the mandate of both the Act and 
Executive Order 11514 (35 Fed, Reg. 4247) of March 5, 1970 that all Federdl 
agencies, to the fullest extent po: mossible, direct their policies, plans and 
Programs so as .to meet national environmental goals. 


2. Policy. Before undertaking major action or peconmendine or making a 
favorable report on legislation that significantly affects the environment, 
Federal agencies will, in consultation with other appropriate Federal, 

State and local agencies, assess in detail the potential environmental 
impact in order that adverse affects are avoided, and environmental quality 
is restored or enhanced, to the fullest extent practicable. In particular, 


alternative actions that will minimize adverse impact should be explored 
. and both the long- and short-range implications to man, his physical and 


social surroundings, and to nature, should be evaluated in order to avoid 
to the fullest .extent practicable undesirable consequences for the 
environment. 


3. hese and BOB Procedures 


(a) Pursuant to Section 2(f) of Executive order aiszh, the heads of Federal 
agencies have been directed to proceed with measures required by section 
102(2)(C) of the Act. Consequently, each agency will establish no later 
than June 1, 1970 its own formal procedures for (1) identifying those agency 
actions requiring environmental statements, (2) obtaining informat ae required © 
in their preparation, (3) designating the officials who are to be responsible 
for the statements, (4) consulting with and taking account of the comments or 


‘appropriate Federal, State and local agencies and (5) meeting the requirements 
“ of section 2(b) of Executive Order L151 for providing timely public information 


on Federal plans and programs with environmental impact. These procedures 
should be consonant with the suidelines Gonteties herein. Each agency should 


file seven (7) copies of all such prowedures with the Council on Envirorrcntal 
- Quality, ee will provide-aivice to anensies in the preparation of Leic 

procsdures aml guidance on the +: pplicatiion ond ir. terprotation of the Council's 

guidelines. a :

Federal agencies in the development of the above procedures so as to, 


achieve consistency in dealing with similar activities and to assure 


effective coordination among agencies in their review of proposed activities. 
(c) It is imperative that existing mechanisms for obtaining the views 

of Federal, State and local agencies on proposed Federal actions be utilized 

to the extent practicable in dealing with environmental matters. -The 

Bureau of the Budget will issue instructions, as necessary, to take full 

advantage of, existing mechanisms (relating to procedures for handling 


legislation, preparation of budgetary material, new policies and procedures, 


water resource and other projects, eta). 


oh, ‘Federal Agencies Included. Section 102(2)(C) applies to.all agencies of 


the Federal Government witn respect to reconmendations or reports on 
proposals for (i) legislation and (ii) other major Federal actions 
significantly affecting the quality of the human ervironment, The phrase 
“to the fullest extent “possible” in Section 102(2)(c) is meant to make clear 


that each agency of the Federal Government shall canply with the requirement 
- unless existing law applicable to the agency's operations expressly prohibits 
'- or mekes compliance impossible. (Sec. 105 of the Act provides that "The 


policies and goals set forth in this Act are supplenentary to those set 


; forth, in existing authorizations of Federal agencies.") 


De Actions Included, The following eriterta ‘will be employed by agencies 
in deciding whether a proposed action requires the preperation of an- 
environmental statement; 

(2) "Actions" include but. are not limited to: 


(i) recommendations or Fepents relating to legislation and 


. appropriations; 


(ii) projects and continuing activities 
_ e-directly undertaken ‘by Federal agencies 


--supported in whole or in part through Federal contracts, 
grants, subsidies, loans, or other forms funding assistance 


--involving a Federal lease, permit, Lisense, certificate or 
other entitlement for use; . 


“(4ii) panics -and procedure-making. 
 (b) The statutory clause aioe Federal stidns significantly affecting 


the quality of the hunan envirorment" is to be construed by agencies with 
a& view to the overall, cumulative impact of the action proposed - (and of 
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impact, but if there is potential that the environment may be signifi- 
cantly affected, the statement is to be prepared. Proposed actions the 


environmental impact of which is likely. to be highly controversial 


should be covered in all cases. In considering what constitutes mejor 
action significantly affecting the enviroruent, agencies should bear. 
in mind that the zffect of many Federal decisitns about a project or 
complex of projects can be individually limited but cumulatively 


considerable. This can occur when one or more agencies over a period 


of years puts into a project individually minor but collectively major 
resources, when one decision involving a limited amount of money is a 
precedent for action in much larger cases or represents a decision in 


principle about a. future major course of action, or’when several 
. government agencies individually make decisions about partial aspects 


of a major action. The lead agency should prepare an environmental 
statement if it is reasonable to anticipate a cumulatively significant 


‘impact on the environment from the Federal action. 


(c) Section 1O1(b) of the Act indicates the broad range of aspects 
of theenvironment to be surveyed in any assessment of significant effect. 
The Act also indicates that adverse significant effects include those 
that degrade the quality of the environment, curtail the range of 


- beneficial uses of the environment or serve short-term, to the disadvantage 


of long-term, environmental goals. Significant effects can also include 


-actions which may have both beneficial and detrimental effects, even if, 


on balance, ‘the agency believes that the effect will be beneficial. 
Significant adverse effects on the quality of the human environment include 


- both those that directly affect human beings and those that indirectly 


affect human beings through adverse effects on the environment. 


(a) Because of the Act's legislative: history, the regulatory activities 


of Federal environmental protection agencies (e.g., the Federal Water 


Quality Administration of the Department of the Interior and the National 
Air Pollution Control Administration. of the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare) are not deemed actions which require the preparation of an’ 
environmental statenent under Section 102(2)(c) of the Act. 


~*" 6, Recommendations or Reports on Proposals for Legislation. The requirement 


for following the Section 102(2)(C) procedure as elaborated in these 
guidelines applies to both (i) agency recommendations on their own proposals 
for legislation and (ii) agency reports on legislation initiated elsewhere. 
(In the latter case only the agency vhich has primary responsibility for the 
subject matter involved will prepare an environmental statement). The Bureau 
of the Budget will supplement these general guidelines with specific 


instructions releting to the way in vhich the Section 102(2)(c) proces 


fits into its legislative clearance process,

A rigorous exploration and objective evaluation of alternative actions that

Sufficient analysis of such alternatives and their costs and impact on the 
environment should accompany the proposed action through the agency review 
process in order not to foreclose prematurely options which iene have less 
detrimental effects. . 


(iv) the relationship between local short-term uses of man's environment 


. and the maintenance and enhancement of long-term productivity. This in 


essence requires the agency to assess the action for cumulative and long-term 
effects from the perspective that each generation is trustee of the 


. environment for succeed ine generations. 


(v) any  yreversivid and irretrievable commitments of resources which 


“youda be involved in the proposed action should it be implemented. This 
requires the agency to identify the extent to which the action curtails the 
range of beneficial uses of the environment. a 


(vi). where appropriate, a discussion of pudblens and objections raised 


' by other Federal agencies and State and local entities in the review process 


andthe disposition of the issues involved. (This section may be added at the 


end of the review process in the final text of the environmental statement.)

above listed agencies are appropriate to consult. It is recommended 

that the above listed Departments establish contact points for providing 
comments and that Departments from which comment is solicited coordinate 
and consolidate the cowments of their component entities. The requirement 
in Section 102(2)\c) to obtain comment from Federal agencies having 
_jurisdiction or special expertise is in addition to any specific statutory 
obligation of any Federal asency to coordinate or consult with any other 
Federal or State egency. Arcencies seeking comment may establish time 
limits of not less than thirty days for reply, after which it may be 
presumed the agency consulted has no covment to mate.
